nbovo I Anight add that no bishops have 
more power than those of tho Methodist 
church, and yet she doilies them tho right 
of considering themselves "an order"; they 
aro only presbyters in oftico for life,-and 
hiivo neither voice nor vote iu legislation. 
And with the gradual passing, away of tho 
military discipline anil the necessity for it, 
it is even proposed to introduce a sort of 
rotation iu tho episcopal offlco.
